Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-8 and 10-15 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

JP '913 and JP '472 are considered to be the closest prior art to independent claims 1 and 
15. However, neither reference teaches or fairly suggests that the hydrocarbon reforming layer 
comprises a cermet of nickel and yttria-stabilized zirconia in addition to the component for 
alleviating carbon deposition on the reforming layer.
